On looking over the rainfall rec- 
ord, as kept by Mr. A. P. Harwood 
since July, 1891, the amount of rain 
falling during the month of October 
varies a great deal. For instance 
October, 1916, received the most rain, 
the fall being 3.88. The next heaviest 
was in +897, when October had 2.41 
inches. It is interesting to note that 
the month of October, 1915, was ab- 
solutely dry, not a drop of moisture 
falling, though the year itself was 
the wettest on record, 40.36 inches 
falling during the twelve months.
